Long political machine, which once found 
Mayor Walmsley one of Its useful parts, 
has no place for him now. 
Neither does 
he have any place for It. 
Each is trying 
to destroy the other. 
Huey Long never was one to resort to 
■ubiety when there was a political enemy 
to be destroyed. 
He has gone after T, 
Semmes tooth and claw. 
W’hat his attack 
lack s in finesse It mak es up in brute force. 
Given the assistance of only normal stupid­ 
ity among New Orleans voters the senator 
may be successful. 
Mayor W'almsley, how­ 
ever, doesn’t seem to be any pushover in 
the hometown. 
He earned applause when 
Long’s man. Gov. O. K. Allen, ordered a 
vice cleanup. 
He won’t lose any popularity 
over the palpably coarse method of using 
the national guard to gain access to the 
poll book s before the primary. 
In short, Mr. Walmsley may be the man 
who will get Huey Long's political number. 
The other day he offered to resign his of­ 
fice and run against the Kingflah in a spe­ 
cial senatorial election. 
Mr. Long back ed 
away from that one hastily. We doubt that 
the mayor is any more a paragon of virtue 
than the present big-time favorite of De­ 
mocracy In Louisiana, but he has some of 
the mark s of a real performer. In the show 
the boys are staging it’s Walmlsey who’s 
getting the laughs—at the ex pense of a 
clown whose slap bang style seems to be 
losing its punch. 


Two Kindt of Disappointment 
The disappointment of the stratosphere 


balloonists over the nf^rly tragical end of 


their flight is different from that of their 
countrymen.

tude record might be set.

'I'homas G. W. Settle and 
Maj, Chester I.«. Fordney made their suc­ 
cessful ascent into the stratosphere last No­ 
vember Americans were confident that su­ 
premacy in this new scientific endeavor was 
assured. 
They had been interested in the 
Piccard ex periments and with those con­ 
ducted by Russians. 


It seemed 
logical 
to ex pect that with 
equipment made available by their highly 
specialized Industries and with their own 
capable 
countrymen 
to 
manage 
it 
the 
stratosphere would ho penetrated a distance 
of at least 15 miles from sea level. 
The 
Settle-Fordney ascent was more than H i 
mile« , only a fraction short of the Russian 
record. 


Despite emphasis placed on scientific ob­ 
servations by Maj. William E. Kepner, Capt. 
Albert W. Stevens and Capt. Orvll A. An­ 
derson, crew of the recent ascent, It Is nat­ 
ural to suspect that an altitude record was 
a natural goal, 
'fheir balloon reached a 
height of 57,000 feet before It ripped and 
caused their dangerous and uncontrolled 
descent. 


The fact of failure is, of course, a peremp­ 
tory invitation to try again. Apparently, an 
unex plainable defect In equipment was the 
only fault in the project. 
The three mem­ 
bers of the crew, who distinguished them­ 
selves by calmness in the presence of dan­ 
ger, did their best. 
Their countrymen con­ 
gratulate them on their escape from what 
would have been death to a less capable 
group. 
An.erlca awaits anx iously the nex t 
stratosphere flight.

Who Are The Patriots? 
Chancellor Dollfuss was not surprised 
when a group of Austrian Nazis brok e into 
the chancellory and murdered him. 
He had 
ex pected violence and trl« Hl to avert it. 
This much is revealed in an article writ­ 
ten a week before his death. 
He was ap­ 
prehensive of political murder but evident­ 
ly not afraid of it for personal reasons. 
He thought of himself and the members 
of his government as men who had ©merged 
from the trials of ex perience and sacrlftc© 
as true Austrian patriots. 
11© was resent­ 
ful of the enmity of others who, mentally 
unprepare<l for responsibilitv, were trying 
to wrest it from capable lea<iers. 
Being immoderate, such men wuulU atop 
at nothing, he feared. 
They would precipi­ 
tate chaos and lak e life mercilessly under 
the spell of their illusion. 
Think ing them­ 
selves good patriots they would blot out the 
lives of real patriots for their shortsighted 
purpose. 
This distinction between good and b.id 
patriots, as made by the late chaucellor, i.'» 
a fundamental question in politics. 
Who 
are the patriots? 
Who is qualified to de­ 
cide? 
In the ease of Austria most Ameri­ 
cans believe Chancellor Dollfuss was a bet­ 
ter patriot than the obscure person who as­ 
sassinated him. The Austrian case happens 
to be clearer than most. It entailed a crime. 
In the United State.s during recent times 
certain men holding office have branded cer­ 
tain critics with the shameful charge of bad 
patriotism. 
Because they were in power 
they have assumed that alt who questioned 
their wisdom were motivated by subversive 
Ideas 
To many Ausiriaus the murderer of Chan­ 
cellor Dollfuss may be a greater patriot than 
his victim or any of the men associated 
with him in the government. He was not a 
lone anarchist venting his wrath on a symbol 
of control, but the repre.sentative of a suf­ 
ficient number of Austrian« to constitute a 
recognized and powerful political movement 
within Austria’s borders. 
It Is ack nowledged by many observers 
that the murder of Dollfuss, by regimenting 
world disapproval of Germany’s plan to as­ 
similate Austria, has decreased the possi­ 
bility of war In the near future. 
Here 
is 
another approach to the question of who Is 
a patriot. 
The assassin of Dollfuss, a pa­ 
triot in the eyes of those who believed as 
he did, performed 
a service by doing a 
thing condemned in advance by his victim 
as unpatriotic. 
Is It, perhaps, possible that 
the only person capable of Identifying pa­ 
triotism is the historian, who can look at It 
in perspective? 


Then Came Lean Year» 
Judging from stories describing agricul­ 
tural tempers made touchy by drouth, one 
may conclude that the toughest problems 
confronting the agricultural administration 
consists of unjiistlfled resentment. 
Farm­ 
ers willing to reduce their crops when re­ 
duction seemed feasible are beginning to 
believe that drouth is a visitation of heaven­ 
ly wrath to punish those who meddle with 
nature’s plan. 


It doesn’t matter a whit that Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace and his advisers are 
able to prove by logic and statistics that 
their program is humanitarian in objective. 
Nor does it matter greatly that the very 
fact of its failure to work in all cases as 
they ex pected it to minimizes the damage 
resulting from a drouth condition. 
Lik e 
many another phase of attempted farm re­ 
lief it is a matter out of the realm of rea­ 
son. 


The agricultural udmiiiistration, thus, is 
forced into the position of being damned if 
It succeeds and daintusl if it doesn't. 
Its 
personnel must have beoii convinced by this 
time that the farmer is a difficult citizen 
to help. 
Ho is made to seem to want aid 
eternally by his representalives in congress, 
but those who try to ex tend It eoon discover 
that he wants it on his own terms. Heaven 
help the farm reliever who can't mak e it 
rain water as well as crop reduction elieek s. 


The public official who undertak es to 
reach out a helping hand to the distressed 
agriculturalist is an object that commands 
sympathy. 
Politii al ex igency frequently de­ 
mands that he mak e the gesture. Economic 
ex igency less ir-Miucntly commands him to 
try to mak e the gesture effective. 
Be it to 
Mr. Wallace’s cre<l!t that he doubtlessly has 
done his level best. 
If he had the same 
command 
over precipitation that he has 
over the federal treasury he might achieve 
partial success. But it won't rain. Since it 
Is a little stiff for even the most devout to 
believe he could mak e it rain if he chose 
to do so, the good secretary’s hard-pressed 
critics have deci<led that powers on high 
have gazfMl below in displeasure and won't 
let it rain.

What bis attack 
lacks in finesse it makes up in brute force. 
Given the assistance of only normal stupid­ 
ity among New Orleans voters the senator 
may be successful. 
Mayor Walmsley, how­ 
ever. doesn’t seem to be any pushover in 
the hometown. 
He earned applause when 
Long’s man, Gov. O. K. Allen, ordered a 
▼Ice cleanup. 
He won't lose any popularity 
over the palpably coarse method of using 
the national guard to gain access to the 
poll books before the primary. 
In short, Mr. Walmsley may be the man 
who will get Huey bong s political number. 
The other day he offered to resign his of­ 
fice and run against the Kingfish in a spe­ 
cial senatorial election. 
Mr. bong backed 
away from that one hastily. We doubt that 
the mayor ii any more a paragon of virtue 
than the present big-time favorite of De­ 
mocracy in Louisiana, but he has some of 
the marks of a real performer. In the show 
the boys are staging it’s Walmlsey who’s 
getting the laughs 
at the expense of a 
clown whose slap bang style seems to be 
losing its punch. 


Two Kindt of Disappointment 
The disappointment of the stratosphere 


balloonists over the nearly tragical end of 


their flight is different from that of their 


countrymen. 
The balloonists 
sere inter­ 


ested in the scientific purpose of the ascent 


primarily. Their countrymen were more in­ 


terested in the possibility that a new alti­ 
tude record might be set. 


Apparently, neither group is daunted by 
what happened. 
The three army men who 
made the ascent and the millions who fol­ 
lowed their adventure wonder how soon an­ 
other flight can be arranged. 
The U. 8. 
army air corps and the National Geographic 
Society, which sponsor*! the project, prob­ 
ably will consider carefully before doing it 
again. 


When bt. Com. Thomas G. W. Settle and 
MaJ. Chester L. Fordney made their suc­ 
cessful ascent into the stratosphere last No­ 
vember Americans were confident that su­ 
premacy in this new scientific endeavor waa 
assured. 
They had been interested in the 
Piccard experiments and with those con­ 
ducted by Russians. 


It seemed 
logical to expect that with 
equipment made available by their highly 
specialized industries and with their own 
capable 
countrymen 
to 
manage 
it 
the 
stratosphere would he penetrated a distance 
of at least 15 m ibs from sea level. 
The 
Settle-Fordney ascent was more than H i 
mile*, only a fraction short of the Russian 
record. 


Despite emphasis placed on scientific ob­ 
servations by Maj. William E. Kepner, Capt. 
Albert W. Stevens and Capt. Orvil A. An­ 
derson, crew of the recent ascent, it is nat­ 
ural to suspect that an altitude record was 
a natural goal. 
Their balloon reached a 
height of 57,000 feet before it ripped and 
caused their dangerous and uncontrolled 
descent. 


The fact of failure is, of course, a peremp­ 
tory invitation to try again. Apparently, au 
unexplainable defect in equipment was the 
only fault in the project. 
The three mem­ 
bers of th® crew, who distinguished them­ 
selves by calmness in the presence of dan­ 
ger, did their hest. 
Their countrymen con­ 
gratulate them on their escape from what 
would have been death to a less capable 
group.

Who Arc The Patriot*? 
Chancellor Dollfuss was not surprised 
when a group of Austrian Nazis broke into 
the chancellory and murdered him. 
He had 
expected violence and tried to avert it. 
This much is revealed in an article writ­ 
ten a week before hi* death. 
He was ap­ 
prehensive of political murder but evident­ 
ly not afraid of it for personal reasons. 
He thought of him elf and the members 
of his government a* men who had emerged 
from the trials of experience and sacrifice 
as true Austrian patriots. 
He was resent­ 
ful of the enmity of others who, mentally 
unprepared for responsible\, were trying 
to wrest it from capable leaders. 
Reing immoderate, such men would atop 
at nothing, he feared. 
They would precipi­ 
tate chaos and take life mercilessly under 
the spell of thei, illusion. 
Thinking them­ 
selves good patriots they would blot out the 
lives of real patriots for their shortsighted 
purpose. 
This distinction between good and bad 
patriots, as made by the late chancellor, la 
a fundamental question in politics. 
Who 
are the patriots? 
Who is qualified to de­ 
cide? 
In the case of Austria most Ameri­ 
cans believe Chancellor Dollfuss was a bet­ 
ter patriot than the obscure person who as­ 
sassinated him. The Austrian case happens 
to be clearer than most, It entailed a crime. 
In the United States during recent times 
certain men holding office have branded cer­ 
tain critics with the shameful charge of bad 
patriotism. 
Recause they were in power 
they have assumed that a1! who questioned 
their wisdom were motivated by subversive 
ideas 
To many Austrians the murderer of Chan­ 
cellor Dollfuss may be a greater patriot than 
his victim or any of the men associated 
with him in the government. He was not a 
lone anarchist venting his wrath on a symbol 
of control, but the representative of a suf­ 
ficient number of Austrians to constitute a 
recognized and powerful political movement 
within Austria's borders. 
It la acknowledged by many observers 
that the murder of Dollfuss, by regimenting 
world disapproval of Germany’s plan to as­ 
similate Austria, has decreased the possi­ 
bility of war in the near future. 
Here is 
another approach to the question of who is 
a patriot. 
The assassin of Dollfuss, a pa­ 
triot in the eyes of those who believed as 
he did, performed a service by doing a 
thing condemned in advance by his victim 
as unpatriotic. 
Is it, perhaps, possible that 
the only person capable of identifying pa­ 
triotism is the historian, who can look at it 
is perspective? 


Then Came Lean Year* 
Judging from stories describing agricul­ 
tural tempers made touchy by drouth, one 
may conclude that the toughest problems 
confronting the agricultural administration 
consists of unjustified resentment. 
Farm­ 
ers willing to reduce their crops when re­ 
duction seemed feasible are beginning to 
believe that drouth Is a visitation of heaven­ 
ly wrath to punish those who meddle with 
natures plan. 


It doesn’t matter a whit that Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace and his advisers are 
able to prove by logic and statistics that 
their program is humanitarian in objective. 
Nor does It matter greatly that the very 
fact of its failure to work in ail cases as 
they expected it to minimizes the damage 
resulting from a drouth condition. 
Like 
many another phase of attempted farm re­ 
lief it is a matter out of the realm of rea­ 
son. 


The agricultural administration, thus, is 
forced into the position of being damned if 
it succeeds and damned lf it doesn’t, 
its 
personnel must have been convinced by this 
time that the farmer is a difficult citizen 
to help. 
He is made to seem to want aid 
eternally by his representatives in congress, 
but those who try to extend it soon discover 
that he wants it on his own terms. Heaven 
help the farm reliever who can't uiako it 
rain water as well as crop reduction checks. 


The public official who undertakes to 
reach out a helping hand to the distressed 
agriculturalist is an object that commands 
sympathy. 
Polite al exigency frequently de­ 
mands that he make the gesture. Economic 
exigency less frequently commands him to 
try to make the gesture effective. 
Be it to 
Mr. Wallace’s credit that he doubtlessly has 
done his level best, 
lf he had the same 
command ever precipitation that he has 
over the federal treasury he might achieve 
partial success. 
Rut it wou't rain. Since it 
is a little stiff for e>en the most devout to 
believe he could make it rain if he chose 
to do so. the good secretary's hard-pressed 
critics have decided that powers on high 
have garni below in displeasure and won't 
let It ruin. 


The 6,000 
Existence of a list of 6.000 known gang­ 
sters and racketeers who will be harried by 
the department of Justice has been admit­ 
ted.

To sit upon a platform erected

Jav H. Smith, former pastor of the 
Anderson 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
church here, and now for several 
years a mi«sionary-tea< her in Bel- 
gaum, India. 
This campaign en the part or 
Gandhi has aroused the fierce op­ 
position of the Sanatanists. ortho­ 
dox Hindus. Rev. Smith related in 
a letter which he indited to Amer­ 
ican friends on June 29, 1934. 
In 
regard to this opposition the ior- 
mer East Liverpool pastor noted 
how two days before h® wrote this 
missive a bomb was hurled at a 
car in which Gandhi was being car­ 
ried in a procession ot Poona. How­ 
ever, the bomb-throw er made a mis­ 
take in the car when he threw his 
bomb, thus enabling the famed In­ 
dian to escape but 14 persons were 
injured in the explosion that fol- 
I lowed. 
It was estimated that 20,000 per­ 
sons attended the mass meeting 
held upon the athletic field at Bel* 
I gaum which Rev. Smith attended. 
This huge aud! once stood for one ' 
hour and a half 
Rev. Smith was 
seated n* ar Mahatma Gandhi on 
the platform 
He noted that Gand­ 
hi spok** in Hindu, “which he and 
other Indian patriots are trying to 
promote a* the universal language 
of Indite instead of the English 
language.’’

translated into English as it was 
delivered by Gandhi by Ganghad- 
gar Rao Deshpandt, who is called

Great Crowd at Home 
During the visit of Gandhi to 
Belgaum 
many of 
Rev. Smith's 
student-friends 
had

with the arrangements connected 
with his appearance in this Indian 
city. 
Pictures, wall mottoes, vases 
and other things were loaned for 
the occasion. 
He observed that 
when he engaged in his interview 
with Gandhi which was described 
in Dr. Stanley Jones’s publication, 
“The 
Fellowship," 
the 
motto, 
"Blessed are the pure in heart’’ had 
been placed just above the place 
where Gandhi was seated. 
He related in his letter how, up­ 
on the evening before his inter- 
view with Gandhi, he and others 
happened to drive by the suburban 
bungalow in which the world-famed 
Indian was staying. 
“Once could 
scarcely get through the crowds.** 
he said in his letter. 
“The eve­ 
ning prayers were going on, out in 
the open, where the probably 10,000 
peoplf 
had 
gathered 
that 
they 
might get something of the benefit 
of the devotional atmosphere. 
It 
happened, however, that this crowd 
was 
usually 
rude in 
disturbing 
the quiet devotional meeting.” 
He related how 
he 
and 
the 
others with him waited at the bun­ 
galow when, upon his return, they 
had their first glimpse of Gandhi 
and his immediate disciples. 
He 
walked in briskly and entered the 
bungalow only to exhibit himself 
from an upstairs 
portico to the 
multitude. 
This departure 
was 
noted as giving the people “Har­ 
ahan’’ which is a term used to indi­ 
cate a reverent look at a saint, he 
said. 
“From where we were on 
the ground floor we could look out 
Into a sea of upturned faces, on 
more than one of which one could 
read sheer admiration and worship.'* 
he noted. 
Then he related of his having an 
interesting lo minutes with Mira- 
ben. one of Gandhi’s disciples. “She 
Is the daughter of an English ad­ 
miral,” he indicated. "She has iden­ 
tified herself so deeply with Gand­ 
hi’s ideals and with the struggle in 
behalf of India's poor that she not 
only wears their dress but has em­ 
braced the Hindu faith. 
As we 
talked she reemed a very earnest 
and able woman. 
She assured us 
in response to our question that she 
has found this life, involving so 
great a change, an altogether sat­ 
isfying and rewarding one.’’

added: “I noticed in yesterday’s pa­ 
per an account of her return to 
England for the purpose of trying 
to impart

countrymen a 
deeper appreciation of Gandhi.

Visit To Hills Related 
Of his later personal interview 
with Gandhi, Rev. Smith declared 
in his recent letter: “Suffice it to 
say that it gave us an unforgettable 
contact with this great soul. 
It 
was impressive, but not epecially 
enlightening. I think that the out­ 
standing impression 
was one of 
that simple sincerity 
which 
one 
learns to associate with those who 
have sought God earnestly in the 
great silences." In another part of 
his“ letter he declared of Gandhi: 
“Let us keep him in our prayers, 
for while we must differ with him 
in certain points of doctrine, he I* 
doing yeomen service for the king­ 
dom of God in his anti-untouch- 
ability campaign." 
He told also of his visit to th* 
northern hills where is located Dr. 
Stanley Jones Ashram and that of 
Mrs. Smith 
and their daughters, 
Kathleen and Miriam to the south­ 
ern hills where the older child was 
to attend kindergarten. But both, 
one after the other, were afflicted 
with chicken pox. The family was 
reunited after two months and are 
now again at Belgaum. 
He notes that a plague of ma­ 
laria mosquitoes, the first one in 
years, has caused some illness re­ 
quiring the need of mosquito nets 
for which there are not sufficient 
funds, they demanding extra money 
from lowered prevailing income*.

Early Risers To See 
Interesting Heavenly 
Phenomena.

CINCINNATI, O . August I—Most 
interesting of the heavenly phen­ 
omena to bt viewed by early risers 
this month will be the close ap­ 
proach of Venus and Mars, to be 
seen in the eastern sky just before 
sunrise. 
The two planets will lie closest 
August 2, just one degree apart. 
Then they will separate, Venus ap­ 
proaching the sun and Mars moving 
away from it. Mars is 
now 
ap­ 
proaching the earth, although the 
planet 
is 
still 
2PO.OOO.OOU 
miles 
away from us. and Venus is reced­ 
ing from the earth. 
Jupiter is still the most conspicu­ 
ous object in the evening sky. It is 
moving slowly eastward and will be | 
in conjunction with Spic a for the 
third time this year, Aug. 20, when 
it will be about three and one-half 
degrees north of Spica. 
Saturn on 
Meridian 
As Saturn will be on the meri­ 
dian at midnight August 18. we may 
assign it to the evening sky. It was 
retrograding and moves westward 
about two degrees this month, in 
the telescope the ring system seems 
flatter than last year. In two more 
years the plane of the rings will 
pass through the earth, and its 
rings will look like a straight line. 
The moon is new August IO and 
full August 24. 
In its monthly cir­ 
cuit of the heavens, the moon pass­ 
es two degrees. North of Venus 
and Mars August 5. 
IO 
degrees 
south of Jupiter August la. and 
three degrees north of Saturn Au­ 
gust 24. The moon is near Antares 
August 19 and in latitudes south of 
seventeen degrees, will appear in 
front of this star. 
An annular eclipse of the sun oc­ 
curs August IO, but the path of 
the eclipse passes over South Af­ 
rica. 
The milky way, a splendid band 
of faintly luminous stars, stretch­
